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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To obtain a cataplasm capable of exhibiting extremely excellent 
skin-protecting effect without using a pharmaco dynamic component such as 
an antiinflammatory analgesic agent which is conventionally compounded and 
effective for curing xeroderma, etc., by compounding a base material having 
a high content of water with a specific humectant component. 

CONSTITUTION: (A) A cataplasm base material (preferably, consisting of 
10-20wt.% of a base material, 10-25wt.% of a polyvalent alcohol, 2-13wt.% 
of a water-soluble high molecular compound and 30-80wt.% of water, and 
having a pH of 4.2-6.4) is compounded with (B) at least one kind of 
humectant selected from (i) sodium hyaluronate, (ii) sodium 
chondroitinsulfate, (iii) a lactic acid salt, (iv) pyrrolidonecarboxylic 
acid, (v) urea, (vi) an aloe extract and (vii) an extract of leaves of a 
beefsteak plant. Further, 0.1-lwt.% of the component (ii), 0.01-0. lwt.% of 
the component (i) or l-5wt.% of the component (v) is preferably used as the 
component B, each based on the component A. Especially, it is preferable to 
use the combination of the components (ii), (i) and (v) as the component B.
